All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Nakashima indicated that applicant was aware of possible 
relevant prior art and that he, Mr. Nakashima, was trying to get the art from applicant such that it could be sent to the 
Office for consideration on the record. Mr. Nakashima indicated that applicant is currently residing in New Zealand and 
is terminally ill, thereby making communication difficult. Mr. Sisson urged applicant to submit art that is material to the 
determination of patentability, identifying facsimile transmission and e-mails as possible means by which timely 
correspondence can be achieved. 

Mr. Sisson indicated that claims were not "provisionally rejected" under obvious double patenting, but that they were in 
fact rejected. Mr. Sisson noted that a provisional rejection would apply if the instant claims were being rejected against 
claims of another application. Mr. Sisson added that in the present case, the claims are being rejected over claims of a 
patent, not an application, and as such, are rejected. In response to inquiry from Mr. Nakashima as to the next Office 
action being a final rejection, Mr. Sisson indicated that with there being no terminal disclaimer for the instant application 
over that of the '659 and '179 patents, there rejection would be maintained. Mr. Nakashima indicated that e would be 
submitting in the next couple of weeks a terminal disclaimer, wherein applicant would terminally disclaim any term of 
patent that extends beyond the life of both the '659 and the '179 patents. 

Mr. Sisson acknowledged that the amendments to the claims reduced or at least focused the issues under 35 USC 
112, first paragraph. Mr. Sisson declined to indicate whether the response received 10/3/2003 would overcome the 
rejections under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, indicating that he would be giving the response further consideration. 
Mr. Sisson did indicate that issues of enablement may still fairly exist as the state of the art has advanced to where 
specific issues of enablement are now recognized, directing attention to pages 12-13 of the Office action mailed 21 
August 2003, wherein attention is directed to disclosures of Canck et al. (US 2002/0197613 A1) and Baxter-Lowe et al. 
(US 6,194,147). 
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
